Black Hand Expert Tomasso 
a “Duty” Here. 
NO HOPE FOR ARREST 


Police Convinced Carr Street 
Slayer Will Be Smuggled 
Back to.Sicily, ‘ 


Patrolman Anton Tomasso, “Black 
Hand” expert of the Police Department, 
at the inquest Monday into the murder 
of Pietro Cardone, ni@—mamed ‘Pietro 
the Shooer,” in his rooms at 817 Carr 
street, testified that he believed Car- 
done had been murdered by an agent 


sent here from Sicily for that purpose. 

“The letters which the police have 
found,” said Tomasso, “‘show that Gio- 
vanni Baptiste Passalaqua, nephew of 
Cardone, 23 years old, who was see 
coming out of the house after Cardone 
had been murdered, had a ‘duty’ in 
America.” 

The theory that the murder was the 
outcome of Cardone’s part in turning 
up the “Black Hand” plot to extort 
$5000 from Louis F. Lumaghi, prégident 
of the Lumaghi Coal Co., last Decem- 
ber, receives little credence either from 
Tomasso or Capt. Schoppe of the Carr 
Street Police Station. 

‘The man who killed Cardone,” said 
Tomasso, “‘will not be caught, He has 
thousands of friends who will furnish 
him an underground road to safety. If 
he gets back to Sicily, he will be safe. 
The police there wii protect him.” 

Revenge for Family Wrong. 

“This 'was no money murder,” said 
Tomasso, “but a murder prompted by 
-traditions that are religion with Sicii- 
ians. The slayer was not interested in 
Louis Lumaghi’s fortune, but was aveng- 
ing a family wrong. He could not go 
back home until he had found and 
killed his man.” 

In the hope that the police would be 
able to make affeats that might result 
in some light on the investigation into 
the murder, Deputy Carriere —- 
the inquest indefinitely.

She is 2% years old, and if half that 
she tells of herself ig true, her career, 
romantic to the last degree, might well 
be woven into one of the six best sell- 
ers on the market. - 

With her white skin—for she is a 
Caucasian—surmounted by 4 beaming | 

headdress, @ueen Jessie looks’ 
strangely out of place surrounded by the 
swarthy men and women, for whose 
company, she says, she gave up home, 
wealth, an enviable place in society in 
Baltimore, and an opporjunity to marry 

an officer of the United States Navy. 
Gives Family ‘I 

Queen Jessie claims to be be closely 
lated to some of the best families in 
the country.. Just for example: . 

Francis Seott Key, who wrote “The 
Star Spangled Banner,”—long may it 
wavel—was (she says) her maternal 
great-greatgrandfather. 

Mrs. Marie Lioyd Key, a noted beauty 
of her day, was her.great-grandmother. 

Roger B. .Taney, the famous justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
fitates who wrote thé memorable Dred 
Scott decision, which hastened the open- 
ing of the Civil War, was her great- 
uncle, she says. 

Alexander W. Habersham, laterly. a 
commander in the United States Navy, 
wags her uncle. 

Joseph Habersham, appointed first 
Postmaster-General of the United States 
by George Washingtoh, and who served 
in the same capacity under Presidents 
Adams and Jefferson, was her great- 
grandfather,

“My father wanted to rear my sister 
and myself to occupy positions in so- 
ciety,” she seid, “and fit us to marry 
into the navy—the ambition of so many 
Maryland girls. é 

“My sister liked it, but I hated sO- 
ciety for its shams and restrictions, and 
secretly made up my mind that I would 
never enter it.. My father sent us to 
Brown College, and then«to a finishing 
school in Baltimore, I was then 17, and 
just about the time I should have been 
entering society, I ran away from home, 
gociety and everything. I got a place 
as governess with a family and went to 
Europe with them. On the ship com- 
ing baek I met a Hindoo. ‘He told me 
and showéd me many things about the 
occult,” and in that way I became in- 
terested in telling fortunés. 

Met King Five Years Ago. ' 

“Five years ago I became acquainted 
with ‘King John’ Mitchell. The roving 
life of the gypsy appealed to me,*and 
four years and a half ago we were mar- 
ried, I help him rule his little king- 
dom, and we are very happy.

Through the Outlook, I wish to make 
a statement to my fellow-Americans 
regarding what has occurred in con- 
nection with the Vatican. I am sure 
the great majority of my fellow citi- 
sens, Catholics quite as much as 
Protestants, will feel that I acted in 
the only way possible for an Amer- 
ican to act, and because of this very 
fact, I most earnestly hope that the 
incident will be treated in a matter 
of course way, &s merely personal, 
and, above all as not warranting the 
slightest exhibition of rancor or bit- 
terness. 

Among my best and closest friends 
are many Catholica, the respect and 
regard of those of my fellow Amer- 
icans who are Catholics are as dear 


to me as the respect and regard of 
‘those who are Protestants. 


Visited Catholics and Protestants. 
In my journey through Africa I 
visited many Catholic, ag well as 
many Protestant missions. As I look 
forward to telling the people at home 
all that has been done by Protestants 
and Catholics alike, as I saw in the 
field of missionary endeavor, it would 
cause me a real pang to have any- 
thing said or done that would hurt 
or give pain to my friends, whatever 
their religious belief.

Falconio Deplores

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Sharply crit. 
icising tthe work of the Methodist 
Church in Rome as “‘insulting agitation 
and offensive proselyting which consti- 
tute a real warfare against the Pope 
and the Catholic religion,’’ Monsignor 
Faleonio, papal delegates to the United 
States, today commented on the Roose- 
velt incident with the Vatican. 

The papal delegate declared that 
neither the Pope nor the Cardinal 
Secretary of State was to blame for the 


‘situation which he described as “the in- 


tolerable condition created for the Holy 
See by the Methodists in Rome” 

‘So far I have received no communi- 
cation from Rome,” Mgr. Falconio 
said, “and Know only what appears 
in the public press. It is certain that 
the Pope has the highest esteem for 
Col. Roosevelt, both as a private indi- 
vidual and as forfher President of thé 
United States; also that he was. look- 
ing forward with ~pleasure to meeting 
him. 

’“In the case of Col. Roosevelt, as of 
Mr. Fairbanks, it was not at all a 
question of religion, but of the self- 
respect and dignity of the apostolic see, 
Col. Roosevelt could have gone to any 
other Protestant church in Rome and 
even, as would have appeared from re- 
ports to the Methodists, aftr his re- 
ception by the Pope. 

Criticises the Methodists. 

“After all that has been said, it is 
unnecessary to insist that their insult- 
ing agitation and offensive proselytism 
constitute a real warfare against the 
Holy Father and the Catholic religion, 
and that in the very heart of his~an 
cient and venerable seat. It must be re- 
membered that the Holy Father .§sstill 
considers himself a sovereign ruler and 
as such is recognized. by other nations. 

“Besides, as the head of at least 250,- 
000,000 Catholics, he has a right to spe- 
cial consideration and ought himself to 
be the best judge of what that means. 
Every government has its etiquette or 
rules to protect the office and position 
of its ruler. 

“The circumstance that in Rome 
the Methodists have organized them- 
selves as an “anti-Vatican” - party 
makes it impossible for the Holy Fa- 
ther to recognize them in any way, 
much less to strengthen in the eyes 
of the Catholics of Italy. 

“It is extremely unpleasant, to say 
the least, that this violent situation 
should have become public on the oc- 
casion of the visit to Rome of dis- 
tinguished American citizens. How- 
ever, neither the Holy Father nor the 
Cardinal Secretary of State is to 
blame for the intolerable condition 
created for the Holy See by the Meth- 
odists in Rome.”

Wielded by Sayler. 


PROOF OF AN ATTACK 


Unwritten Law Will Figure 
in Case—Smoky “Lamp 
Also Important Feature. 


Special From a Staff Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WATSEKA, Ill., April 4—A scar on 
Dr. William R. Millér’s arm will proba- 
bly save his life and keep him out of 
the penitentiary, unless the jurymen 
who have his fate in their hands con- 
clude that he #8 not entitled to invoke 
the law of self-defense. It is relied upon 
to prove that he was attacked by John 
B. Sayler that Sunday night in July, 
last year, when Miller pumped four 
bullets into Sayler’s body, in Sayler’s 
home, from an automatic revolver. 

Dr. J. S. Near and other physicians 
who attended Dr. Miller will go on the 
witness stand in a day or two and tes- 
tify that there was such a mark on the 
upper part of his right arm as would 
have been made by the dull edge of.a 
hand ax if he had been struck a 
giancing blow with such a weapon. They 
will say that for days the scar was 
there, testifying to the force of a blow 
received in his encounter with Sayler. 

The scar is the only corroborative tes- 
timony to the story of the defendants, 
Dr. Miller, Mrs. Sayler and John Grun- 
den, that Sayler attacked Miller with 
the hand ax. Without some corrobora- 
tion, their story would scarcely stand 
up in the face of the testimony of sev- 
eral witnesses for the State that they 
saw no hand ax on the floor when they 
first entered the Sayler home. 

Doetor’s Testimony Important. 

But the positive testimony of the scar 
may outweigh the negative testimony 
of these witnesses, none of whom would 
swear positively on cross-examination 
that the ax was not there. The most 
that they could say was that they did 
not see it. 

The defense will try to convince the 
jury that the light from a small kero- 
sene lamp, with a smoked chimney that 
was too small, was not strong enough 
to enable them to see the hand-ax when 
they first entered the house. The lamp 
was the one that was sitting on the 
card table when Sayler entered .the 
house. It fell to the floor, according to 
the opening statement for- the defense 
by} Attorney J. W. Kern, and the chim-

“I go to bed at 7 o’clock at night lots 
of times. When I came out I had lots 
of plans about improving my mind and 
doing things of that kind. I thought 
I would take up singing. I can’t sing 
a bit, but in a way this trip has been 
@ great ‘experience for me. When I 
came out here I didn’t know a thing 
about managing a house or marketing, 
or anything of that kind, but I have 
learned @ great deal. 

“Living is dreadfully high here. My 
father thinks with what he sends me I 
eught to be able to buy all Reno, and 
he can’t understand how things are 
so expensive. Before I came I thought 
Reno was a mining camp, but it is 
really a very pleasant place.” 

‘‘What do you do about new clothes t 
the reporter asked. 

“Oh, we just wear some of our old 
things, and now I am really almost iz 
tatters. Of course, your dressmakers 
back home have your measures and 
can send you things by that. Then 
you can always get nice hats in San 
Francisoo, But the best thing is to make 
your old clothes last, then by the time 
you are ready to go Hast again you 
feel’ justified in getting a whole new 
wardrobe.

Under our system of government, the law 
should be universal and imperative.

England in Egypt.

C. H. Cressey’s letter, in Saturday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, betrays prejudice and a disregard for facts. 
The holders of Egyptian bonds were nox all British. 
A great many were French and of other nationalities, 
but Great Britain was the only nation with sufficient 
spirit to protect her subjects when the Egyptian 
Government tried to repudiate its obligaticns. It ié, 
of course, sordid, from a sentimental point of view, 
for a country to enforce the payment of debts owing 
to its citizens by a foreign Government, and a 
strong nation is always misunderstove and condemned 
for doing so when the debtor happens to be a weak 
nation. The foreign bondholders and the British 
Government were not to blame because Ismail] Pasha 
chose to run up his country’s debt to the enormous 
sum of $450,000,000. And would C. H. Cressey ex- 
cuse the repudiation of that debt, held by thousands 
of innocent foreigners? 

In regard to the shelling of Alexandria, it did not 
occur until after 150 foreigners had been putchered 
in that city by Arabi Pasha, the first Nationalist 
leader, who is also credited with setting fre to the 
tity after the bombardment, which did Httle damage 
in itself. In spite of this criminal record, Arabi was 
pardoned and permitted to return to his country in 
1901, which speaks well for British clemency. 

Suppose the “Egypt for Egyptians” movement 
should succeed, after massacre and war, and Brit- 
ain be driven out, is there any reason +6 believe 
that the country of the Pharaohs would be better 
governed than under the present regime, which has 
done away with the corvee, a system of forced labor, 
and the kurbash, which Was governMent by the lash; 
besides inaugurating a system of irrigation by the 
building of dams, etc., that will eventually mele 
Egypt enormously wealthy. 

If students of Egyptian history can find any prom- 
ise in the story of its native governments that it 
would be better for England to withdraw, they can 
do more than I can. Ww.

Our correspondent is best answered by 
the language of the Constitution itself, 
which reads: “Nor shall any city or vil- 
lage acquire any public utility or grant 
any public utility franchise which is not 
subject to revocation at the will of the 
city or village, unless such proposition 
shall have first received the affirmative 
vote of three-fifths of the electors of 
such city or village voting thereon at a 
regular or special municipal election: 
arid upon such proposition women tax- 
payets having the qualifications of male 
electors shall be entitled to vote.” 

Women taxpayers who have the nec- 
essary citizenship and residence qualifi- 
cations may vote. A woman who holds 
property under a deed in her own name, 
or as an equal owner with her husband, 
is a taxpayer, even if the assessment is 
made out in the name of an agent or of 
the husband.
